(4) Persons wishing to 
change political affiliation; 

(5) Persons who did not 
vote in 1962 General Elec¬ 
tion and failed to return re¬ 
registration card; (6) All 
new residents of L. A. Coun¬ 
ty who 21 years, liter¬ 
ate, without felony con¬ 
viction, naturalized clth^ 
for at least 90 days prior to 
election, resident of State, 
one year; County, 90 days.*
